Mowat Apiinlated PresWent— Mcrcler'sOiirii- 
liig Adclresg— Norquiiy Makes a Better 
Siieecli. 

IJi'khkc, Oct. 21. - The liiter])rovineial 
conference is in session with closeil doors. 
No reporters are admitted and the stciio- 
grapher.s arc sworn to secrecy, lull an otli- 
cial copj- of Mercier's speech was banded 
to the i-e[iiirter3. In it be denies that bis 
govei iiment is hostileto the federal govern- 
ment, the object being the removal of 
difliculties existing between tho provinces 
and the Dominion. Ho wished to be nn- 
der.slood as dcciaring that federal institu- 
tions be maintained, and asked Ibe cui- 
ferencc to .'ulu]!! means to relie\e all pos- 
.sibility of coiillicl. I le expressed sinrere 
regret that the federal goveriiiiieiil re- 
fused to i)arliciiiale. He hoped the de- 
liberations would result in the formation 
of a true Canadian spirit. 

In opening, Hon. Mr. Mercier made a
